NEW LAW ON ASSIGNMENTS, 



Radical Change from Hie Old Way 
of Managing Them. 



A Full Schedule of Assctts and 
Liabilities Must Be Filed. 



[Louisville Times.] 

The mau who makes an assignment 
now will find the operation radically 
dirtcreDt from what it was formerly, 
aud he will not thank his stars tor the 
difference either, but bis creditors may 
The new law on the subject went into 
effect Wednesday. Under it, within 
five days iroin the time the deed is 
lodged for record in the county clerk’s 
office, the assignor is required to file 
and have recorded in the same office 



“Only once,” says the Post, “about 
three weeks ago, when the channel of 
information was unexpectedly inter- 
rupted, were the federal and district 
authorities really alarmed. They did 
not know at what moment an attempt 
might be made to explode bombs iu 
the capitol, the treasury building, the 
white house, and war and navy build- 
ing. But as the days passed and no- 
thing was done the authorities, who 
ha<l redoubled their vigilance, restored 
their line of communication with the 
nest of atiarchis's, and were enabled 
again to shadow every conspirator ami 
to keep fully informed of anarchistic 
actions both here and elsewhere. • 

According to the story the plot was 
formed at the time Coxey’s army was 
marching to the capital and rejMirtR of 
its existence came from various points 
— Chicago and Pittsburg among them. 

The prime mover in the anarchistic 
plot — that is the Washington end of 
it — was Honore Jackson. He came 
from Chicago and is still iu the city. 

He is a professional Indian. Iu Chi- 
cago he has been a disturber for years. 

At the time of the Hayinarket riot 
he narrowly escaped lieiug arrested as 
a principal conspirator, and was shad- 
owed by the detectives fur a long time 
after that memorable atrair. 

“Jackson is a half-breed of an un- 
known tribal origin. He was one of 
Louis Reill’s lieutenants in the Cana- 
dian rebellion some years ago. He 
has done some little newspaper work 
and has frequently passed himself off 
as a reporter for th i Chicago Times. 

ORGANIZED BAND. 

“After Ja -kson’s ariival here, let- 
ters were received by the secret ser- 
vice officers and the capitol officials 
- that a band of auarchists was being 
organized in Washington, anjjtlmt 11. 

J. Jacksou, of Chicago, wus the lead- 
ing spirit. Independent* investiga- 
tions satisfied the officers the wri- 
-ter of the letters were telling the 
truth, and siucc then secret serviee 
men and local detectives have been 
constantly engaged in watching the 
baud. The informant in the case has 
kept in touch with the conspirators 
Mid given the police the names of all 
eugaged in the plot, together with 
other facts. These have been commu- 
nicated to tbe officials of other cities, 
nnd they will probably act upon the 
•treqgthof the information thus ob- 
taiped. 

“The fact that the auarchists have 
Committed no act in Washington,” 
aays the fost article, “upon which 
they could be couvicted, has prevent- 
ed their arrest here. Their meetings 
have been small and seciet. Their 
experiments with chemicals have lieen 
such that it could hardly be proved 
that they intended to resort to extrem 
measures, they have written uo letters 
In fact, all along they have waited for 
something to happen; something that 
would give them au opportunity to 
carry out their internal schemes of vio- 
lence.

The new law invests the assignee 
with power to lulmiuister oath with 
and examine witnesses touchiug claims 
and provides that the ussignee shall 
file in the county c»urt within six 
months after his appointment, and 
every three minths thereafter, a list 
of claims presented and his action on 
them. 

If pending the trust the aseiguor 
should effect a settlement with credit

The carrying out of the provisions 
of the new law involves an extra 
amount of procedure, entailing wotk 
aud vigilance upon the assignee's 
counsel.

the assignment was made to hinder 
or delay creditors. Under the former 
law the entire cstntc of the assignor 
could be taken from the general cred- 
itors iu favor of an attaching creditor 
suing out an attachment subsequent 
to the deed of assignment, if it ap- 
peared that tbe as-iguor secretly in- 
tended to commit a fraud, although 
the fraud was never committed. The 
construction of the law was establish- 
ed in the case of the Bank of Com- 
merce against Paine A Viley. 

A decided change is made iu the 
distribution of assets among creditors. 
Under the old law if a creditor's debt 
was secured lie could, alter exhausting 
the security, prove up the entire debt 
and receive, with the unsecured credi- 
tors, a pro rata distribution upon his 
whole claim, being of course limited to 
the full atuouut of the claim. Under 
tbe new law after exhausting his lien, 
u creditor can receive a distribution 
with the unsecured creditors only upon 
the remainder of the debt. The same 
rule of distribution also applies to 
estates involuntarily assigned ami to 
the estates of decedents, which is a 
further departure from the old aw. 
It is also provided by tbe new act that 
debts due by the assignor as guardian, 
committee, trustee of au express trust 
oreuted by deed or w ill, or as personal 
representative, shall be preferred to 
general debts aud paid iu full before 
tbe claims of general creditors. For- 
merly these creditors were given no 
preference, except in involuntary as- 



pay at once,

Public Education in Kentucky. 

In an address at Georgetown a few 
days ago. Col. It. T. Durrett, of Lou- 
isville, said: 

Public education began in Keutucky 
with the net of the Virginia Legisla- 
ture in 1780, vesting 8,000 acres of 
laud, escheated from the Royalists, 
McKenzie, McKee and Collins, in 
thirteen trustees, for the benefit ot 
a school to be established as soon as 
the condition of the country would 
permit. Iu 1783 this land endowment 
was eu'arged to 20,000 acres, the 
number ot trustees iucreased to 25, 
the reboot to be established near Trau 
sylvania Seminary, and the first meet 
ing of the trustees fixtd at Crow’s 
station, on the 2d Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1783. His nutimely death at the 
disastrous battle ot Blue Lick, in 
1782, prevented Col. John Todd, the 
father of the school, from ntteudiug 
this meeting. The last act of the Le- 
gislature touching this school was in 
1781, when it was given the free use 
of a public building on the court 
house lot iu Lexington. The Trau- 
syivania University prospered for a 
series of years, and in spite of religi- 
ous dissension and the want of ade- 
quate State support, rose to an emi- 
nence that made it kuown at home 
aud abroad. All that remaius of it 
now is the remnant of its endowment, 
absorbed by the Kentucky University, 
in 1865, and the n. rnory of its good 
deeds iu the days i.f its prosperity 
The common school fund has now in- 
creased to 82,312,596.96. There are 
now in the State 8,040 public school 
districts, iu which pupils arc enrolled 
to the number of 426,487, who were 
instructed by 9,161 teachers. Some
